this I hope will appeare by writing: that T ſent yntohis 
Lordſhip (by Maiſter Malcafter) a tult declaration of the 
controuerlie betwixt D.R. and my ſelf: that determining: 

I layd downethe 
qual. controverfies inthree ſequeles. The firſt was : Whether 
Indah was vnder Perſia butan hundred and thirtie yeares, 
ortwo hundred yeares. Now therein ſeeing D. R. and I 
agreed that after Zerobabel builtthe temple: thetimeto 4. 
lexander was notan hundred yeares : ſo the time betwixt 
Babels fall and the Femple building,was to be tried:whe. 
thet it were twoand thirtie yeares,or 107.yeares,by borhk 
falling tonewe particulars : Thar, I cleare by nyne and 
fortie thouſandargumentes at once. For,q90co.thouſand 
returned, Ef.2.andin Eſ#4 6. the returned buylrt vp the 
Temple. D. R. muſt proue howe manie died: andifthe 
vreater halte wholly had died,oralmoſt all, yet two, only 
Zorobabel and Tofuah had bene enough for me : both na- 
medrerurners &aliueall the while.

Herevpon follow- 
cth my demaundc: Speake before God and his Angels, whence 
myſt the beginning be taken : Daubikes, ſayeth he, from Daniels 
ajer : And where endeth it ? Doubiles at our Lordes death. 
T ben ſaide I: Commende me toyour D. and tell him from me, 
that when he hath weyghed all, he will ndge that hee may as well 
denie all Religion, as make any other limites, Von: his ſpeach 
the learned manfſayth in his leuure booke': That by all 
argumemes of Scripture, the time ſhould begin from the 
firſt of Darius or Cyrns,as I taught: and Septuagrmta _ 
wis copletis exciſus eſt Chriiius, So your Lordſhip ſeeth that 
he graunteth my aſſumption: and the whole controuer. 
fic. My Lords Grace hath ſcene his wordes in print: and 
may not pleade ignorance . Nowe theD. contydering 
whatan infinite copanie of bookes he ſhould condemne, 


_ Ulthe Weſtfortwo thouland yeares recordes: and nee 
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ſeeing themillions of Tewes, and all Heathen in particu- 
lars to be with me, & all the Bibles frame: ſoughta kinde 
of cure; and fayde* Reftat confirmandum per ſeptuaginta ſepti- 
mands non poſſe intelligi annos quadringentos nonaginia : ſed als 
rn aliquem numerum incertum per certum. Vpon this com- 
meth a third ſequell, which 1 was to fall into by the pro- 
uocation of D.R. his deniall. A chayning of yeares is 
from Adam to Cyrus: which ſheweth that thence it muſt 
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be propre: as no wile gold{mith beginneth a chaine but. 
to make it vp : and breaking off in any one place, difan-. 


nulleth thevſc of all. Then ſaide he : The time is not chay- 
ned thither, from Adams fall to Babels. Vpon thatT wrote a 
booke, prouing this propoſition : He that denieth the Scrip- 
ture to haue a certen reeorde of times from the creation to the re- 
demption, may as well denie that the ſunne hath brightnes. And 
that booke 1 ſent vnto his Grace, which he ſawe,and ſent 
nfe great thankes : with a promiſe that what ſo cuer his 
worde could further me, I ſhould haue it.

And-whether he for- 
gate his determination, orthree.commenders of his lear- 
ned cenſure, & honorable ſpeaches towards me, miſtoke 
him : that little forceth, forthe Queene to knowe: ney- 
ther is it trauerſable, or matterial}for our ſtate. This muſt 
be holdEethe ſubſtice of the matter: whether if his Grace 
deny that God hath recordcd in ſcripture the worldes 
age from the creation tothe redemption: I may iuſtly ac- 
cuſe him,for concluding againſt Chriſt his Religion.
